London. Feb. II. 


In a statement ex¬ 
planatory of the arrangement made si 
the recent conference between the fin¬ 
ance ministers of France and Russia

Lloyd 

George told the house of commons to¬ 
day that the expenditures of the allies 
on the war would be two billion pouhds 
sterling during the current year, of 
which Great Britain was spending more 
money than were her two allies The 
present war. Mr. Lloyd George said, 
was the most expensive In material, 
men and money that had ever been 
waged. . 

Great Britain, tha chancellor told the 
hqu^e. could finance the war for five 
years out Jf the proceeds of her Invest¬ 
ments abroad. France waa able to do 
so fdr about two or three years with 
something to spare. Russia, although 
prodigiously rich In natural r eso urce s , 
was In a different position. Mr. Lloyd 
George said that It was decided at the 
conference of the finance ministers In 
• Paris not to Issue a Joint loan... 

Russia had increased her productiv¬ 
ity from thirty to forty per cent, by 
suppressing the sale of vodka. 

Russia had had especial difficulties 
In financing her purchases abroad and 
the same thing had applied to France. 

*T am not sure we realise the strain 
upon thla gallant country.” the chan¬ 
cellor continued. “She has had a larger 
proportion of bar men In the field, and 
the enemy In occupation of the rtchaat 
part of bar territory.” 


Petrograd. Feb. 16 —Russian staff 
officers assert that notwithstanding 
the reoccupation of the crown lands of 
Bukowina by Austro-German armies. 
It does not constitute a menace to the 
Russian flank or to the Russian posi¬ 
tion about the town of Lemberg. This 
Is due to the fact, the Russians main¬ 
tain. that to the north and south are 
mountain ranges which render that 
section of the country Isolated, and 
because the Russian positions in the 
Beskld range, cm the south, preclude 
the possibility of a successful attack. 

' In the mountain passes, where much 
fighting ia at close range, the Germans 
have produced new lighting machines 
in the shape of bomb-throw era and 
fire spouters. The former contrivance 
consists of a small apparatus capable 
of being carried by two men It 
throws a thirty-pound bomb for a dis¬ 
tance of 10# to 300 yards Into the lines 
of their opponents.

We cat! this the etty beautiful, hut 
how much nicer would It look to visit¬ 
ors and tourists to see a pretty garden, 
no matter where they go? 

This scheme was tried In Winnipeg 
some years ago. when time* were hard 
there, and was pronounced a huge suc¬ 
cess. People who never trouble about 
gardening took It up with enthusiasm, 
and the results was beneficial to all. 

My idea Is this; Let the city council 
gram a small sum for seed for this 
purpose, or falling the city council, let 
application be made to the provincial 
government. 

It will be appreciated and would also 
make us feel that something Is being 
done to help us over the slack times. 
I myself have a large lot, but cannot 
afford seed. It does not need a large 
amount to spend on thl* scheme. I 
was in Winnipeg when they tried It 
there, and will give all details If they 
are required as to the way It was 
worked there. Hoping this will meet 
with the approval of all concerned.

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THE WAR. 

While some disappointment was oc¬ 
casioned by the Russian retirement from 
East Prussia, It would bo well to bear 
in mind the relation of the circum¬ 
stance to the general tenor of the war 
In order that It may be viewed ia its 
—p ro per ijrispectlve.' There never -w*#- 
nny likelihood of a Russian advance 
upon Berlin through that province, for 
nature, combined with German precau¬ 
tionary measures, had made It the most 
rastty d ef en de d^ a p p ro ach Iff the Interior 
of Prussia. Tt is. however, a constant 
menace to Russia's communications, 
rendering equally difficult an ln\ 

' of Germany through central Poland. 

Galicia ia Austrian hands was a similar 
..threat upon Russia's left flank. For¬ 
tunately Russia by exerting pressure 
against East Prussia was able to throw 
the bulk of her strength against Aus¬ 
tria and obtain control over the greater 
part of the Austrian province. 

The Russian advance Into East Prus¬ 
sia was designed to dra-w the Germans 
away from the front of Warsaw and to 
prevent them from dispatching a very 
large proportion of their troop* to Hun¬ 
gary. This has been accomplished and 
the Russians have withdrawn to pre¬ 
pared positions In their own territory 
which can be easily supplied with fresh 
accessions of strength from the main 
concentration lines along the Nieman 
and Bug rivers. It Is there that Russia 
has massed her immense reserves, 
whose numbers are unknown to the 
enemy, and this base is so situated that 
reinforcements can be dispatched to 
Warsaw, the East Prussian front or to 
the south, according to the needs of the 
moment. 

The objective of the Russian c»m- 
paign, however, is not to bo found in 
operations against East Prussia or 
t hr o u gh Poland against Posen and. 
Silesia, but rather In Austria-Hungary. 
This is the weak sister of the Germanic 
combination. A severe German reverse 
In East Prussia could be remedied 
without serious difficulty owing to the 
strategic railways which spread out 
from Thorn. Danzig and Konlgshurg. 
A set-back to the German and Austrian 
armies In Hungary, however, would 
produce an altogether different result- 
It would react upon the mutinous tend¬ 
encies of the diversified population of 
the country and almost certainly eaoee 
the disintegration of F*rancis Joseph's 
empire. It would unleash Rournanln. 
and possibly Greece, and remove from 
Russia, whatever menace lies in her 
left flank behind the Carpathians 
Prxcmysl would fall and the Russian 
campaign against Cracow would be fa¬ 
cilitated. In come quarters It Is con¬ 
tended that even with Hungary’s teeth 
drawn. Russia could not advance 
through western Galicia unless she 
made corresponding progress In East 
Prussia. But this operation would be 
carried on independently of the cam¬ 
paign along the Nlemen and Lower 
Vistula and from altogether different 
bases. If Hllesla is Invaded by Russia 
It will be from the south and southeast 
and not from the east or northeast- 
The defeat of the Germans and Aus¬ 
trians In Hungary would be .followed 
at once by the Investment of Cracow. 

The campaigns that will determine 
the safety and convenience of a march 
to Berlin will not be waged on German 
sol).

American clothing will become prac¬ 
tically prohibitive in future, according 
to local opinions, but as a matter of 
fact, there haa been little American 
clothing sold In Vk-torla recently, the 
existing tariff of 35 per cent, being 
practically beyond the range of com¬ 
petition.
